Bomb Set Off

ST. LOUIS, Mo. (AP) — A 
homemade bomb that exploded 
in the term inal building of Lam- 
bert-St. Louis Municipal Airport 
Saturday night probably was 
designed to destroy an airplane, 
a St. Louis County detective 
said Sunday. 
“ We’re pretty certain some­ 
one was going to put it on a 
plane and then chickened out,” 
said detective Hugh Hodges. 
Jam es Williams, a custodian, 
found the bomb — four sticks of 
dynamite wired to two batteries 
and an alarm clock — near the 
Ozark Airlines counter under a 
row of seats. 
More than 1,000 persons were 
evacuated 
within 10 
minutes 
and passengers 
on 
incoming 
flights 
were 
told to remain 
aboard their planes. 
No one was Injured when the 
device exploded, shattering sev­ 
en large window 
panes, 
de­ 
stroying a display case and sev­ 
eral chairs. 
Maj. F. J. Vasel said his de­ 
tectives and the FBI were told 
there had been two previous 
bomb threats at the airport last 
week. 


CANTON, Ohio (A P)—A group 
of college students protesting 
U.S. military action in Vietnam 
were bused back to Canton to­ 
day from the Tallmadge Meth­ 
odist Church near Akron to re­ 
sume a 50-mile peace march to 
Cleveland. 
Larry Cox, 21, a Mount Union 
College student who heads the 
20-member group, 
said 
more 
students are expected to join the 
march as the group gets closer 
to Cleveland. 
“We made about 10 miles Sun­ 
day, but we expect to make 
more distance today,” Cox said. 
He said the marchers intend to 
walk all day then be driven to 
the Westlawn Methodist Church 
in Akron to stay overnight. 
Other churches where the 
students will stay during their 
march include Sentinary Meth­ 
odist Church in Akron and Cory 
Methodist Church in C l e v e ­ 
land. 
The group left Massillon Sun­ 
day afternon and marched to­ 
ward Canton on U.S. 30, hand­ 
ing out leaflets to a few curious 
residents. 
The walk, sponsored by the 
Ohio Methodist Students Move 
ment is scheduled to end in 
Cleveland 
on Christmas Eve 
with a peace ceremony in that 
city’s Public Square. 
“If we were students in North 
Vietnam," said Cox, “We would 
be attempting to get the govern­ 
ment there to also discontinue 
fighting and sit down at the con­ 
ference table. We believe true 
Christianity could, if given the 
chance, solve most of the dif­ 
ferences of opinion.’ 
Cox, who lives in Avon Lake, 
said young persons oi ail faiths 
are participating, not just Meth­ 
odists. He said more students 
would join the march this week. 


SAIGON, South Vietnam (AP)

NEW YORK (AP) — West 
German Chancellor Kurt Georg 
Kiesinger says his government 
may be able to help overcome 
some of the difficulties between 
France and the United States. 
The 
chancellor, 
who 
an 
nounced last week that his gov 
ernment would make a major 
effort to coordinate policy with 
tran ce, spoke Sunday on the 
Columbia 
Broadcasting 
Sys­ 
tem ’s “ Face the Nation” televi­ 
sion program. 
Asked how Germany could be 
friends with both France and 
the United States, in view of 
current Franco-American diffi­ 
culties, Kiesinger said: “I have 
always refused to accept the 
alternative of either the United 
States or France.” 
France, he noted in the inter­ 
view which was recorded in 
Bonn, is “the oldest ally of 
America here in Europe. And I 
am firmly convinced that this 
longstanding tradition of friend­ 
ship will one day be revived.” 
“ And in this sense,” he con­ 
tinued, “I feel we could try — I 
do not want to overrate our own 
capabilities and possibilities — 
but we can try to help overcome 
some of these difficulties exist­ 
ing today between France and 
the United States.” 
He did not spell out how his 
government might act as medi­ 
ator. 
The chancellor said Germany 
did not intend to follow France’s 
example and pull its forces out 
of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization. 
Kiesinger said Bonn’s 
effort 
“to bring about with France a 
core of European unity in no 
way 
has 
any 
anti-American 
feelings because we know only 
to well that European freedom 
depends on the alliance with the 
United States.”

“ Our objective remains the 
end of all the fighting, of all the 
hostilities and of all violence in 
Vietnam — and an honorable 
and lasting settlement here, for 
which, as we have repeatedly 
said, the Geneva agreements of 
19*4 and 1962 would be a satis­ 
factory basis.” 
He concluded as follows: 
“We turn to you, therefore, 
with the hope and the request 
that you will take 
whatever 
steps you consider necessary to 
brt-ng about the necessary dis­ 
cussion which could lead to such 
a cease-fire. 
“I can assure you that the gov­ 
ernment of the United States 
will cooperate fully with you in 
getting such discussions started 
promptly and in bringing them 
to a successful completion.” 
A U.N. spokesman said Thant 
“ will have this document under 
close study.” In response to a 
question as to whether the sec­ 
retary-general was not already 
seeking a cease-fire, the spokes­ 
man replied: “Yes. He has been 
trying to get a cease-fire and to 
bring about a solution on the 
basis of his three - point pro­ 
posal.” 
This included an immediate 
cessation of the bombing of 
North Vietnam, a gradual de- 
escalation of military actions by 
both sides and participation of 
all parties, including the Viet 
Cong, in peace negotiations.

'Jobless' Redefined 


President Johnson has made frequent 
use of Labor Departm ent statistics on 
employment to support his period re­ 
port on the economy’s growth. Some 
Republicans 
in Congress 
have 
ex­ 
pressed the suspicion that the figures 
were politically slanted. 
Employment figures issued monthly 
by the departm ent are, at best, approxi­ 
mations. The figures on unemployment 
are even more difficult to estim ate 
since they sometimes depend on the 
Labor D epartm ent's current definition 
of “unemployed.” 
Once a month 35,000 households all 
over the country are interviewed by 
Census Bureau workers to get a nation­ 
al jobless picture. The jobless rate is 
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then worked out by computer. 
But computers cannot account for 
what the Labor Departm ent’s Bureau 
of Labor Statistics calls “ambiguities.” 
For example, a person has been classi­ 
fied as unemployed if he is tem porar­ 
ily absent from work because of a 
strike or bad weather but is looking for 
another job. The bureau also counts 
persons over 14 years of age who are 
not in school, in institutions or in mili­ 
tary service. 
But in January the method of count­ 
ing the jobless will be “more consistent 
with p u b l i c understanding of the 
term s.” The chief change will be to 
drop those of 14 and 15 years of age 
from the count.

Goodwin himself recognized this 
before his departure from the 
White House as LBJ’s adviser. 
Now, even before LBJ’s first 
full term of office is half com­ 
pleted, the attrition is well un­ 
der way. Senators Abe Ribicoff 
of Connecticut and Bobby Ken­ 
nedy of New York are already 
off the LBJ reservation in one 
direction: they want the Great 
Society replaced by the Super- 
Great Society, which will spend 
a trillion dollars to tear down 
and rebuild America’s central 
cities. (It’s only money, boys 
and girls.) Then there is the 
crovY of legislators, both Dem­ 
ocratic and Republican, who 
want to turn the job of wiping 
out urban blight and taking poi­ 
son 
9ut of the air and the 
streams over to public corpor­ 
ations that are partly private 
and partly government - owned. 
“Comsat-like” is the word for 
this sort of proposition. Final­ 
ly, there is Richard Cornuelle, 
the new vice president in charge 
of p r o g r a m s 
at the 
Na­ 
tional Association of Manufac­ 


turers. Mr. Cornuelle wants the 
“ independent sector” — the big 
foundations, the thousands of 
voluntary associations of one 
sort or another that 
may 
be 
found in every state, city 
and 
hamlet — to take over the wel­ 
fare and retraining and rebuild­ 
ing jobs that come with such 
prohibitive price tags when they 
are financed out of federal mon­ 
ey. Mr. Cornuelle has docu­ 
mented his ideas in a remark­ 
able book called “Reclaiming 
the American Dream." 
This columnist, as a long-time 
partisan of Mr. Cornuelle, thinks 
the voluntary approach is the 
only 
one that 
can succeed. 
Money that is spent through and 
by politicians is like fool’s gold. 
It vanishes before you can get 
a grip on it. Partly it goes to 
sustain bureaucracies, partly it 
dribbles away in charity that 
leaves the recipient right where 
he was before he got it. 
Mr. Cornuelle has been push­ 
ing his ideas with the help of 
the so-called “new” National 
Association of Manufacturers. It 
must have pleased him no end 
last week to hear himself sin- [ 
gled out as a sociological prop­ 
het at the annual meeting of the 
NAM in New York by no less 
a person than Governor George 
Romney of Michigan. 
Romney. so it appeared from 
his speech to the NAM, has 
brought the Cornuelle theory, | 
hook, line and sinker. He poi-1 
ished it up for Cornuelle in an 
eloquent oration which spoke of 
“four-dimensional problem solv­ 
ing” by various “ action cen­ 
ters.” Listed first by Romney 
were the people’s “voluntary as­ 
sociations,” which provide “co­ 
operative action centers.” Sec-

ond, there was listed the ‘p ri­ 
vate enterprises which proride 
inlependpnt competitive action 
centdrs.’* Third, there are “state 
and local governments” which 
offer “locally oriented action 
centers close to the people and 
their control.” And fourth and 
last, as the “action center farth­ 
est removed from the people’s 
direction and control,” there is 
tiie federal government, clear­ 
ly a center of “last resort” in 
the Romney estimation. 
The truly interesting thing 
about the Romney speech was 
that it took off from a recital 
of actual experience in Michi- 
ents. responding to the urging* 
of a University of Michigan so­ 
ciology professor, have been giv­ 
ing voluntary time to help with 
remedial teaching in the grade

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Johnson 
administration plans 
another attempt early next year 
to persuade Congress to ease 
restrictions on trade with the 
nations of Eastern Europe. 
The Soviet government appar­ 
ently favors removal of East- 
West trade barriers, according 
to four congressmen who con­ 
ferred with Soviet trade offi­ 
cials. 
“They indicated a very real 
interest in expanded trade with 
the United States,” Rep. Thom­ 
as Ashley, D-Ohio, told a Mos­ 
cow news conference Sunday. 
“The Soviet view as presented 
to us is that trade between this 
country and the United States 
could increase a great deal if it 
were not for artificial barriers 
put up by our side,” Ashley 
said. 
The administration asked the 
89th Congress to lift present re­ 
strictions on 
East-West trade, 
but the legislation died in the 
House Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee. Present plans call for its 
réintroduction 
after the 90th 
Congress convenes Jan. 10. 
The legislation would end ex­ 
isting 
tariff 
discrimination, 
which averages 50 per cent but 
reaches 400 per cent or more 
on some items, on imports from 
Communist countries e x c e p t 
Poland and Yugoslavia. 
It would give the President 
discretionary authority to grant 


“ most favored-nation” 
tariff 
treatment to the Soviet Union 
and the Communist countries of 
Eastern Europe. Under this, a 
nation pays the lowest tariff the 
United States has granted to 
an/ oue country.

This in itself is extraordinary. 
It is a switch from his earlier

minican Republic.

Yet he seems to 
be doing no more to help him­ 
self, in a public relations way, 
than he did to help his party. 
This doesn’t add up. He is 
being criticized — although why 
this has started at this time is 
not at all clear — for the “ credi­ 
bility gap” in what is said by 
himself and his administration. 
Johnson, an extremely sensi 
live man who in the past has 
hungered for public approval, 
smarts under this kind of criti 
cism.
